of botn the Fluvidat, without excepting 
that pan of Wfst-Florida which ia incor- 
puraied into the Stale of Louisiana— 
their cof.Uuct while in postetsion of the 
island, mailing it instmnienial to every 
tpecict of contraband, and in regard to 
alavés of the niost edluut and dangerout 
charactei*—it may fairly t>e concluded, 
that ii the enterpiiáe had autceeded on 
the scale on which it was formed, much 
annoyance and injury would have reault- 
ed from it to the United States.

T o a country over 
which the failt to maiotidn her authority, 
and which the pem titi to bo ci>uverted 
to the annoyance of her neighboui't, her 
juritdietion for the time necettarity 
ceaset to exist. The territory of Spain 
will nevenhrilvtt be respected, to far at 
it may be done, ennsistently with the et* 
tential interesta aSd safety uf the United 
States. 
In ixpriling thete adveoturera 
from theae posts, it was not intended to 
make any conquest from Spain, or to in­ 
jure in eny déférée the caute of the colo 
ntea. 
Care will be taken that no part of 
Ihe territory contemphted by thr law of 
1811, shall be occupied by a forci|;n go* 
vernment of eny kind, or that injurieh of 
the iluture of those bomplained of shall 
be repeated ; but this it is expected will 
be provided for, with every other inte­ 
rest» in a eplrit of amity, in the ncKotla- 
tien now depending with the gttvern* 
ment ef Spain.
